His life was threatened. He was 
cheered and endorsed. He was 
challenged to a healing duel by a 
Moslem mullah. He was picketed 
by witch doctors. 


Evangelist Graham has added 
up his experiences and reached a 
conclusion—Islam is making the 
most progress in Africa, out- 
doing Christianity. And Islam can 
more easily adjust to Communist 
propaganda. 


“I have met a number of peo- 
ple who think America may even- 
tually be overwhelmed by Islam,” 
the young evangelist said. ‘‘This 
presents to Christianity and Chris- 
tian forces in Africa a tremen- 
dous . . . responsibility.” 


The challenge to Christianity is 
as immediate, he says, as it is 
great. There are some 40 million 
Africans still worshiping old 
tribal gods. They are wuncom- 
mitted to any religion or any po- 
litical ideology of our time. 


Winning More 


“Islam is winning more of 
these than Christianity,’ says 
Billy Graham. 


Islam is less demanding. It 
permits a plurality of wives. It 
does not set up as rigid a code 
of personal: behavior. It does not 
teach compassion, forgiveness of 
enemies, and so on. This makes 
islam more compatible with tribal 
customs. 


The Soviets are relatively “new 
in Africa. They are at work, as 
usual, with the new governments. 
They are offering educational op- 
portunities and technical assist- 
ance. And they are saying that 
Islam has mosques and freedom 
in Russia. They are shrewd 
enough to see in the Islamic 
faith a lever they can use. 


If the Soviets are new in Africa, 
Islam has been there a long time. 
Even in the ancient Christian 
Kingdom of Ethiopia, where the 
Coptic Christian emperor and his 
family greeted Billy Graham, the 
Moslem faith is strong. Moslems 
have been granted separate 
rights, including their own courts. 
Moslem land owners are a power- 
fal force. 


The Soviets know, as does Nas- 
ser in Egypt, also a Moslem, that 
the source of the Blue Nile is in 
Ethiopia. It soon joins with the 
White Nile in the Sudan. And the 
Sudan is Moslem. In years gone 
by Ethiopia has had its inde- 
pendence threatened by Islamic 
forces from the outside. If this 
comes again there is no one who 
believes the Ethiopian Moslems 
would be loyal. Ethiopia is a 
vast region, as large as France 
plus most of Spain. 


Tribute Paid 


In Ethiopia Dr. Graham paid 
tribute to the hundreds of Chris- 
tian missionaries, who for gen- 
erations have given their lives to 
Africa. They have founded 
churches, hospitals, clinics, 
schools. They have created a 
great reservoir of good will and 
a large following of converts. 


But he emphasizes a point for- 
gotten by most comfortable Chris- 
tians—namely, that it is not easy 
to be a true Christian and that 
where there is an easier faith 
more compatible with tribal cus- 
toms, Islam is a powerful com- 
péeuitor. The great need, said Billy 
Graham, is for the Christian 
church to train and send more 
missionaries and_ particularly 
more American Negro and African 
missionaries, © 


Dr. Graham found that many 
Africans believe that Christianity 
is European. They think that 
Christ was European and that 
Mohammed was an African. 


Billy Graham, obviously con- 
cerned, will bring this message 
home to America. It is but an- 
other facet of the story of a world 
in ferment and change ... a 
change a shocking number of 
Americans stubbornly refuse to 
see or accept.

For Nixon

WASHINGTON — President Ei- 
senhower made it entirely clear 
Wednesday that he wanted Vice 
President Nixon nominated and 
elected in November as the next 
president of the United States. 


The President also told his news 
conterence that he would do any- 
thing he could to help in the vice 
president’s election campaign — 
short of appearing too much a 
personal patron of the candidate. 


Even the appearance of neu- 
trality he had maintained toward 
the Republican Party’s selection 
of a presidential candidate was 
shattered when Eisenhower told 
newsmen that “if anyone is won- 
dering whether I have any per- 
sonal preference or even bias with 
respect to this upcoming presi- 
dential race, the answer is yes— 
very definitely.” 
NO DOUBT 

He appeared satisfied to let the 
matter rest there, having given a 
stronger version of his more 
oblique endorsement of Nixon at 
a dinner of Washington’s Gridiron 
Club last Saturday. But he had 
yet to mention the vice president 
by name and a reporter asked 
whether, in using the term “‘bias,”’ 
he was speaking of Nixon. 


“Was there any doubt in your 
mind?” the President asked in 
mock surprise. 


The newsman's negative fre- 
sponse was barely audible above 
the accompanying  uproarious 
laughter. 


CAREFUL IN REPLY 


President Eisenhower had ob- 
served that no candidate would 
want it to appear that he owed 
his nomination or election to any 
one individual when he was asked 
whether he planned to coordinate 
his position on policies and pro- 
grams with that of the Repub- 
lican nominee. 


His reply was that he certainly 
would not want to publicize the 
fact if he happened to have any 
differences between him and the 
candidate. On an earlier occasion 
the President said that any 
marked cleavage in views might 
be a reason for his withholding 
his endorsement of a candidate, 
since any Republican candidate

Wednesday it is gearing up for an underground nuclear 


blast in New Mexico.

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion announced it has given the 
go-ahead on construction and site 
preparation for a proposed detona- 
tion of a nuclear explosive deep 
underground in salt formations 
25 miles southeast of Carlsbad. 
The project has the code name 
*‘Gnome.”’ 


It would be a new phase in 
the AEC’s ‘“‘Plowshare”’ program 
—<designed to explore the possi- 
bility of using nuclear detonations 
for such peaceful uses as produc- 
ing electric power, blasting out 
harbors, tapping oil from oil-bear- 
ing shales and ear sands, digging 
canals, and controlling surface 
and underground water resources. 


The commission said final au- 
thorization to detonate the nu- 
clear explosive—which would pack 
the punch of 10,000 tons of TNT— 
would be the decision of the Pres- 
ident.

AMMAN, Jordan (AP)—Jordan 
banned 159 foreign films last year 
for moral and religious reasons, 
or because they contained red or 
Israeli propaganda, the Interior 
Ministry reports.

“The scientific results of Proj- 
ect Gnome, like all Plowshare 
projects, will be made available 
on a worldwide basis and the 
United States will welcome ob- 
servers from the United Nations 
or any of its member countries 
which are interested in the 
project.”’

“T will not hesitate to recom- 
mend” more funds for these pur- 
poses if needed, Gates told the 
Senate Space Committee and Pre- 
paredness subcommittee. 


He said additional tests must be 
run on the nuclear-powered Po- 
laris submarines, planned _ to 
launch missiles while submerged 
or on the surface, before Congress 
might be asked for additional 
funds.

Johnson (D-Tex), chairman 
of both committees, noted that in 
the past Congress had voted ad- 
ditional funds for defenses only to 
have them frozen by the executive 
department or used for other 
purposes.

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Confusion Is Word 
For Voting Muddle 


Gov. Vandiver is quite right in his 
reasoning that to sign House Bill No. 
709 allowing prospective voters to regis- 
ter up to 30 days prior to a county pri- 
mary would further add to the confusion 
about the deadline for registration. 

He is right, too, in concluding the 
measure would have provided for 159 
possible dates for closing the registra- 
tion books and the keeping of two sepa- 
rate voters’ lists. But his refusal to sign 
the bill does not clarify the confusion 
about registration nor the whole con- 
glomeration of Georgia election laws 
which provide for anything but uni- 
formity. 

Under these rules and laws Georgia 
still can have 159 primaries at what- 
ever date local Democratic committees 
rule. These are held at any time local 
politicians may decide most suitable to 
themselves regardless of the state pri- 
mary itself. Most counties thus bear the 
expense of two primaries—one for the 
county and one for the state. In some 
instances counties have held primaries 
almost a year ahead. 

As for registration, nobody seems to 
know the score. Atty. Gen, Cook’s con- 
flicting interpretations are on the record. 
Apparently we must be guided by his 
latest one that the six-month rule must 
apply to county primaries. One wonders, 
however, whether this rule has been ap- 
plied to those primaries which already 
have been held. If it were not, are the 
results of these primaries legal? 

The whole picture needs clarification. 
It might be interesting, for instance, to 
find out just what the results have been 
of the complicated registration proce- 
dures now in operation. They might be 
quite surprising. Making it so difficult 
for people to register to vote certainly 
discourages the apathetic. It does not de- 
ter those with torches to bear. 

In the opinion of many it is just about 
as bad to have 159 different dates for 
county primaries as it is to have 159 
dates for closing registration books. 
Maybe some day the evil of early pri- 
maries can be corrected. Meanwhile, 
voters have until May to register for 
the general election — unless Mr. Cook 
changes his mind again.

Means What It Says 


Slum owners at last are feeling the 
bite in the teeth of the Atlanta Housing 
Code. 

Cases are being brought into Munic- 
ipal Court and owners of dwellings unfit 
for habitation are being ordered to de- 
molish them because of failure to cor- 
rect deficiencies pointed out by in- 
spectors. 

Enforcement of some phases of the code 
has moved slowly. But at least a start 
has been made and the tempo should 
pick up in the weeks ahead. 

The Municipal Court actions should 
serve as a warning to all owners of slum 
property. The message is simple, clear 
and means what it says: The only al- 
ternative to effecting necessary improve- 
ments is a court order to tear down the 
structure. 

Elimination of slums is not only a 
key objective of the urban renewal pro- 
gram but is an endeavor worthy of sup- 
port by all citizens who believe in 
eradicating filthy, ugly; disease-spread- 
ing areas of blight.

If Folk Work at It? 


Here and there can be found evidences 
of hope that the present racial tensions 
can be solved without ever-increasing 
bitterness in which solution would become 
more and more difficult. 

Yesterday Presdient Eisenhower advo- 
cated the formation of biracial confer- 
ences in every Southern community to 
work out matters locally instead of look- 
ing to the federal government. This same 
recommendation was made some time ago 
by a Fulton County Grand Jury. Another 
local jury recently called attention to the 


-great need of maintaining communica- 


tions between the races in talking about 
and adjusting common problems. 

Chambers of Commerce in Raleigh, 
N.C., and Knoxville, Tenn., have set up 
such committees to deal with the “sit-in” 
question. 

Recently the Valley Times-News, 
newspaper published in West Point, Ga., 
said much the same thing. In an editorial 
on March 8, it declared: 


“The Valley is fortunate in the quality 
of its leadership among both races in edu- 
cation, the professions and the clergy. 

“We believe it to be an appropriate 
time for some of these men of good judg- 
ment and clear insight to focus on this 
worsening situation and work through 
discussions toward creating an atmos- 
phere which may be able to keep The 
Valley from having to cope with an un- 
toward situation. 

“A better understanding of one an- 
other might have a salutary and becalm- 
ing effect all around.” 


Urging action before a crisis is al- 
lowed to develop, the Times says “We 
think it is time now for The Valley to 
open a protective umbrella in the form of 
an integrated study group to prepare now 
for if and when.”

Air Force Reveals America 


Has Not Very Ready Alert 


Some useful, though not reassuring, light has been thrown on 
the question of air-borne alert capability as an offset to the missile 
gap. Rep. Kowalski of the House Armed Services Committee learned 
by questioning the Air Force that it would require 18 months and 800 
million dollars to develop capability for a full air-borne alert by SAC 


planes. 

Only a limited alert could be 
initiated on short notice. 

If it requires 18 months just to 
prepare capability under an 800- 
million-dollar program, how can 
the administration possibly be 
content to seek only 85 million. 
At that rate it would be 10 years 
before we had the full capability. 
As Rep. Kowalski indicated, this 
revelation of what it takes to ac- 
quire an alert capability also 
raises the question of whether it 
would be better to put 800 million 
dollars into missiles instead of 
spending that much money for an 
alert capability that lies so far 
off. The solid-fuel missiles are ad- 
vancing more rapidly than expect- 
ed. Recently, Adm. Burke, Navy 
chief of staff, said that not one but 
two Polaris-missile - firing sub- 
marines would be in operation at 
the end of 1960. He made clear that 
he expects the missiles now 
being tested will be ready, 
too. The Minuteman, which would 
have almost the same mobility on 


land as Polaris at sea also is de- 
veloping rapidly. Can they not be 
developed even more rapidly? As 
for putting the money into the 
liquid - fueled Atlas and Titan, the 
setting up of hardened bases is 
a delaying factor. And these two 
missiles have a weakness—their 
bases can be zeroed in so they 
would be easy to hit. 

The hitches that keep coming 
to light in our defense program 
show not only how dilatory and 
inadequate the planning has been 
but how little dependence can be

Sure and ’tis a fine day to be 
tellin’ this. It’s going to astonish 
most people and_ shock the 
O’Briens. I just 
found it out me- 
self. A Dutch- 
man and a Ger- 
man wrote 
“When Irish &?~ 
Eyes Are Smil- 
ing” for a native & 
of Buffalo, N.Y., 
to sing in New 
York City. The 
year was 1912. 
Chauncey Olcott, 
actor and singer 
born as John Chamberlain in 
Buffalo, needed a song for a show 
about Ireland. 

He turned to two men whose 
business was making music. 

One was George Graff, a Penn- 
sylvania Dutchman; the other, 
Ernest Ball, son of Germans who 
had migrated to Cleveland. 

The Dutchman wrote the words 
now so familiar, “‘When Irish eyes 
are smilin’, Sure ’tis like a morn 
in spring.” The German, Ball, 
furnished the notes; which many 
an “Irish” tenor has since had 
trouble reaching. 

That their combined efforts 
made for a great song was no 
accident. 

The two were craftsmen, char- 
ter members of American Society 
of Composers and Publishers. 

Together, they .did “Till the 
Sands of the Desert Grow Cold’’ 
40 years before Los Alamos or 
Sinatra. Ernest Ball, whose first 
job in New York was as substi- 
tute for the piano player in a 
vaudeville house, collaborated 
with Jimmy Walker, later mayor 
of New York, on “Will You Love 
Me in December as You Do in 
May?” 

Ball did the words for such fa- 
vorites as “‘Let the Rest of the 
World Go By,”’ “‘Love Me and the 
World Is Mine”: and ‘Mother 
Machree.”’ 

George Graff composed ‘‘Gar- 
den of Tomorrow,” “‘To the End 
of the World With You’’ and “Out 
Where the Blue Begins,’”’ among 
other hits. 


STILL SMILING: Credit goes to 
Hugh Mulligan of the AP for a 
feature reporting that George 
Graff lives at Stroudsburg, Pa., 
and gets $7,000 to $9,000 a year in 
royalties from “Irish Eyes.”’ That 
should keep his Pennsylvania 
Dutch eyes smiling. 

Ernest Ball died in 1927. The 
ASCAP Dictionary item on him 
ends cryptically: Address: Estate, 
c/o ASCAP. - 

Mulligan of the AP goes on to 
say how the Irish took the song 


‘as their own until most of them 


believe the ‘‘anthem” was born 
on Galway Bay.

Is Often Confused 


JERUSALEM—Israel is far more a thor- 
oughly practical and nationalistic modern state 
than it.is a dusty Biblical land or even a 
hold of the Jewish religion. This must 


far as the Israelis are concerned, 
the hopes of world Jewry. 

Basically this is an experiment 
not so much in settlement, how- 
ever appealing, as in statecraft. 

To come here and talk to a peo- 
ple of rare candor—a people who 
don’t mind the most pointed ques- 
tions and don’t shilly-shally—is to 
discover that Israel’s real role is 
widely misunderstood in the world 
at large. Certainly this is the case 
in the Christian world. 

This is not simply some set 
apart reservation of an ancient 
and untroubled faith as many 
suppose it to be. The true proph- 
ets here are not the prophets of 
the Old Testament. They are in- 
stead the modern prophets of a 
Democratic and secular or non- 
religious social order based in 
part on British and American ex- 
perience. 

It is an order largely run by 
men and women more concerned 
with this world than with the 
next. This correspondent is in- 
formed, on excellent authority, 
that perhaps 65 per cent of the 
people of Israel have no religion 
at all in the formal sense. 

This does not mean that Israel 
is an anti-religious state. A ma- 
jority of the Israelis simply feel 
the unwisdom of mixing religion 
and politics lest such a course 
cheapen religion and unnecessari- 
ly complicate politics.

This situation is common in our 
homes.

Rather, we some- 
times compound confusion with 
fanaticism. 

I welcome far-ranging differ- 
ences of opinion for I feel that in 
the free exchange of ideas our 
thinking is enlarged and the ho- 
rizons of our minds broadened. 

But we often do not get through 
to each other. Instead of a free 
exchange of ideas we have situa- 
tions in which closed minds do 
no more than to senselessly bump 
each other in irritating ways. 

I believe that as we take the 
measurement of another man’s 
ideas we also consider more dis- 
criminately our own opinions and 
realize more clearly why we be- 
lieve as we do. It is more im- 
portant that we know why we be- 
lieve as we do then that every- 
one else agrees with us. 

Furthermore, I am sure that 
when our minds are open to an- 
other man’s mind we more readily 
realize how many of our ideas 
are shared by him and how much 
our thinking is similar to his. 
Vocabulary words and marginal 
differences are sometimes all that 
separate us from one another. 

We ought to stick to our indi- 
vidual beliefs. We ought to fight 
hard for what we believe. We 
ought to deepen and broaden our 
beliefs. But we ought always to 
know that another man’s ideas 
may assist our thinking. 


Urgent Tasks Face 
New FCC Chief 


WASHINGTON—The new chairman of the 
Federal Communications Commission, Frederick 
W. Ford, a West Virginia Republican, faces two 


urgent and formidable tasks. For several years the FCC was the last 
to learn about the scandals in radio and television and the last to do 
anything about the industry it was supposed to regulate. 


The FCC has not only been a 
persistent nonregulator but it has 
never seemed to know what was 
going on inside the industry until 
the congressional investigators 
dug out most of the facts. It is as 
if the local police never detected 
a crime until the city council un- 
covered the culprits. 

At this stage the FCC is a dis- 
organized body, its morale in dis- 
array from top to bottom. 

The first tasks of the new chair- 
man will be to provide some de- 
cisive leadership and to reclaim 
public confidence lost by its near- 
ly unbroken record of being first 
with the reasons for doing 
nothing. 

A beginning has been made. 
The Eisenhower administration 
did well to get rid of Chairman 
John C. Doerfer who resigned, he 
said, to spare the President ‘‘pos- 
sible embarrassment.” That is 
something. Having been twice ex- 
posed—first by the Harris Com- 
mittee and last by the N.Y. Her- 
ald Tribune—for accepting ex- 
pensive hospitality from a major 
radio and TV owner whose busi- 
ness the agency is required to 


regulate, Doerfer emerges as an- 


acutely imprudent public official. 

Commissioner Ford, naw taking 
over as chairman, has good cre- 
dentials. He has the. advantage of 
not beginning at the top. He 
knows the FCC from the ground 
up, having served as a lawyer on 


its staff from 1947 to 1953 and 
having been a commissioner since 
1958. The evidence is that he 
takes no supine attitude toward 
the industry. There is reason to 
expect that he will soon put a 
little stiffness in the spine of the 
FCC and gradually get the agen- 
cy functioning again with some 
spirit and efficiency. 

The fact is that Congress is still 
doing the investigative work the 
FCC ought to have been doing 
from the beginning. The end is 
not in sight. This disc-jockey pay- 
ola thing is getting worse. The 
first disclosures suggested that 
these were “individual” offenses, 
these under-the-table fees to favor 
particular records—with the sta- 
tions only innocent bystanders. 
But now Rep. John Bennett, a Re- 
publican member of the House 
Committee, says there is evi- 
dence that the American Broad- 
casting Company got royalties on 
“Dick Clark record - carrying 
cases.” 

As long as the FCC learns of 
these things only when it reads 
the mortiing newspapers the pub- 
lic can hardly feel that its inter- 
ests are being protected. 

For whatever protection the 
public is now getting, the prin- 
cipal credit goes to Congress and 
to the House Committee on Legis- 
lative Oversight headed by Rep. 
Oren Harris (D-Ark).

Oetting was at home suffering 
from a heart condition. 


The last known glimpse of the 
women was Monday afternoon, 
when a park employe saw them 
set out to walk along the wood- 
land trails. 


Murphy became alarmed Wed- 
nesday by the heavy snow that 
fell across Illinois. He telephoned 
Starved Rock to check on them.

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17 Negro Students in Sitdowns 
Bound Over to Criminal Court 


By RICHARD ASHWORTH 


Seventeen Negro students who 
took part in Tuesday's demonstra- 
tions against cafeteria segregation 
practices were bound over to Ful- 
ton Criminal Court Wednesday. 


None of the laws they are 
charged with violating is a segre- 
gation statute. 


One demonstrator at the State 
Capitol cafeteria, Jesse L. Doug- 
las, 29, of 9 McDonough Bivd., SE, 
was released after testimony in- 
dicated he had tried to leave the 
cafeteria after being asked to do 
so, but couldn’t because the doors 
had been locked. 


Still another demonstrator, a 
Morehouse College student, 16, 
from Birmingham, Ala., was fre- 
leased to the college dean Wednes- 
day by Juvenile Court Judge W. 
W. Woolfolk pending a hearing 
Friday when his parents will be 
present, 


Fulton Civil Court Judge E. A. 
Wright ordered the bind-overs and 
the single release after deploring 
that the students ‘deliberately’ 
violated laws to make a test case, 
rather than testing the statutes 
through civil proceedings 


Judge Wright declared that, if 
convicted of the criminal charges, 
the students will ‘forever have a 
black mark against their record.” 
“They will never be able to make 
an application for a job without 
showing that they have been con- 
victed of a crime against. the 
statutes of this state,’’ he said. 


“It seems to me that the validity 
of the statutes which are sought to 
be tested could have been done 
without having these students vio- 
late penal statutes and the statutes 
sought to have been tested could 
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\ have been tested by civil proceed- 
ings, just as it was done in the 
| case against the Atlanta airport 
‘restaurant without the future of 
these college students being placed 
| in jeopardy. .. .” 


He called the incident “most un- 
‘fortunate’ because the Negro 
| youths involved ‘‘are the hope of 
‘the Negro race for tomorrow.” Be- 
‘cause the positions in which the 
students have now placed them- 
selves, some may never reach 
their ambitions of leadership, he 
added. 


The 18 who appeared before 
Judge Wright were among 77 Ne- 
'groes arrested during the demon- 
'strations Tuesday. Those appear- 
‘ing in the county court were ar- 
rested on county warrants which 
require commitment hearings. 


The other demonstrators were 
| bound over Tuesday afternoon fol- 
lowing hearings before Atlanta 
Municipal Court Judge James 
Webb. 


Twelve of the demonstrators be- 
fore Judge Wright were arrested 
‘because they allegedly refused to 
| leave the courthouse cafeteria 
\after being requested to do so 


'by Manager G. D. Smith. 


They were bound over on 
charges of violating a recently 
passed “trespassing” law, under 
a statute prohibiting any unlaw- 
ful act and the state’s unlawful 
assembly code. Bond was set at 
| $200 per charge or a total of $600 
for each defendant. 


The five demonstrators at the 
capitol cafeteria were bound over 
on two charges each. :These 
charges were violating the tres- 
passing statute and the unlawful 
assembly act. Their total bonds 
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fwere set at $400. 
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Judge Wright released them in 
custody of D. L. Hollowell and A. 
T. Walden, Negro attorneys who 
have been active in integration 
suits here. 


In their defense of the students, 
Walden and Hollowell drew out 
of the two managers of the cafe- 
terias that they refused service 
to the students and asked them 
to leave because they were Ne- 
groes. 


When . Walden asked Smith if 
he wouldn’t serve the students be- 
cause they were Negroes, he an- 
swered, “Right.” 


Smith earlier had testified in 
the case against Erwin Ross Jr., 
one of the courthouse cafeteria 
demonstrators, that he told the 
Negroes he couldn't serve them 
because he had no facilities with 
which to serve them.

In Student Sitdowns 


SAVANNAH (UPI)—A group of Negro students 
attempted to integrate seven lunch counters in Savan- 
nah Wednesday and three were arrested by police. 


A large group of Negroes moved | 
from one lunch counter to another 
in the demonstration. Only three 
Negroes actually sat down at the 
counters, but they were accom- 
panied by a large gathering of 
other Negroes. 


NONE SERVED 


They were not served at any of 
the counters and there was no 
violence. 


The attempts were made at Sil- 
ver’s Five and Ten Cent Store, 
Woolworth’s, Kress, Grant’s, 
Levy’s Department Store, Wal- 
green and Livington drugstores. 


The demonstration at Silver's 
was interrupted by a phony bomb 
threat. Police were called and all 
customers, including the Negroes, 
were herded out of the store and 
the place closed. Lunch counters 
at Woolworth’s, Kress’ and 
Grant’s also were ordered closed 
when the Negroes sat down. 


COLLEGE STUDENTS 

The three Negroes actually par- 
ticipating in the sitdown were ar- 
rested at Levy’s. They were iden- 
tified by police as Charles Bailey, 
Carolyn Quilliand and Jan Tyson, 
all students at Savannah State 
College. 


The three were booked at police 
headquarters but not immediately 
charged. 


Hosea Williams, chairman of the 
Savannah NAACP legal redress 
committee appeared at the police 
station to assist the students with 
posting bonds. Williams said the 
NAACP was not involved in the 
sitdowns and did not help plan it.

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Do Modern Homes Set ‘Sad’ Examples?

Are modern parents rearing 
children without values who are 
believers in “‘the soft touch’’ or 
are the better educated parents 
of today bringing up more ma- 
ture and ‘‘more complete”’ chil- 
dren? 


Critics of modern parents con- 
tend that the mothers and fath- 
ers are setting the younger gen- 
eration a “sad example in mak- 
ing ‘having fun’ or ‘a good time’ 
the primary goal in life.” This,

in the opinion of Dr. Harold 
Johnson, a parent and associate 
professor of economics at Em- 
ory University, is a result of 
modern parents tending ‘“‘to join 
the cult of ‘social acceptability’ 
of pleasant human relations.” 


As a participant in an Oak 
Grove PTA debate on the topic 
“Our Parents Were Better Par- 
ents Than We Are,” Dr. John- 
son pointed out that contempory 
parents thrust their children in- 
to boy-girl relationships at an 
early age—‘“‘dancing at 12, going 
steady at 13, child marriages at 
17, and (too often) heartbreak 
and divorce at 18.” 


Dr. Johnson added that the 
problems that confront modern 
parents are partly caused by the 
changes in modern living. 
MEANINGFUL WORK 

‘In suburbia,” he said, “it 
is difficult to find meaningful 
work chores for children to build 
in them a sense of responsibility 
and discipline. Another problem 
is the freedom allowed children 


with the car, which free teen- 
agers from parental supervi- 
sion.” 


“Modern parents are not, by 
nature, poor parents. But to- 
day’s mother is a servant and 
chauffeur for the children. The 
modern father Is portrayed in 
films and on television as a 
Dagwood type who is outsmart- 
ed by his wife, the children and 
even the dogs.” 


By shifting to other agencies 
the task of building faith and 
supplying a set of values for 
their children, Dr. Johnson sad- 
ly declared ‘‘we may be raising 
a generation interested in ‘the 
soft touch’ rather than the chal- 
lenge and adventure of ‘doing 
great things.’ ”’ 


Speaking of the emphasis on 
“togetherness,”’ Dr. Johnson 
commented: “We have fellow- 
ship in the family, to be sure, 
but it is the fellowship of all 
the family gathered around the 
TV, hypnotized by that black 
box in the corner of the den, 
partaking of its vocabulary, vio- 
lence and values.” 


DO TOO MUCH 

A school principal, Alfred 
Dennis of Oak Grove School, 
stated that, “parents today try 
to do more for their children 
than did parents of a generation 
or two ago, but the weakness is 
that parents do too much.” 


“Children do not learn to 
solve problems for themselves; 
the minor problems that a 
child can handle for himself are 
handled today by the parents—

Describing the family life in 
the childhood of today’s par- 
ets, Mrs. Marshall said that the 
family used to be self-contained 
unit. Girls learned homemaking 
skills from their mother, and 
boys learned to hunt, repair 
and maintain the home from 
their father, not at school or 
scout meetings. In learning, the 
child of yesterday also develop- 
ed a concept “of morality and 
decency.” 


Modern family life includes a 
mother “‘who buys frozen foods, 
ready-made clothing and uses 
gadgets to get the household 
work done” and a father who 
works in the city and sees his 
children only in his few leisure 


hours. 


“With no woodboxes to fill 
and no butter to churn, we have 
lost the old techniques of child- 
rearing, and although we have 
substituted new ways of getting 
the work done, we have not 
replaced the character build- 
ing qualities the old techniques 
produced,”” Mrs. Marshall said. 


Another point of Mrs. Mar- 
shall’s criticisms was that ‘‘our 
parents wisely refused to give 
us too much—they knew the 
discipline of doing without. To- 
day’s children are overly de- 
pendent on us, the parents. We 
carry children to school in the 
car instead of letting them 
walk—if they’re late, we rush 
around to make up the minutes 
they have lost instead of let- 
ting them suffer the conse- 
quences.” 


Mrs. Marshall accused mod- 
ern parents, whom she called 
“joiners—bridge, garden, danc- 


ing, civic, bowling clubs’’—of 
giving preferential treatment to 
these activities which take par- 
ents away from home. 


A sociology professor at Em- 
ory, Dr. Allen D. Albert, cited 
the growing trend toward moth- 
ers working outside the home 
as “terrible.” 


SOURCE OF REFUGE 


“If a child has a problem, he 
needs his mother to help him 
with it immediately, not when 
she gets home from work," he 
said, explaining that the par- 
ents should be a source of ref- 
uge, advice and help. 


Dr. Albert said parents of a 
generation or so ago were much 
better than modern parents. 
“The current child is much too 
much regimented in his activi- 
ties—only a half-wit would 
choose -#eday’s suburbia over

“I think we're going to find 
ourselves in trouble,”’ he proph- 
esied, “if we continue to bring 
our children up as managers— 
they should be junior partners 
in the family, but the parents 
should be the senior partners.” 


All critics-of modern parent- 
hood were hopeful, however, 
that the pendulum of child rear- 
ing will swing back to a middle 
position and that a compromise 
between old-fashioned discipline 
and modern freedom will soon 
be found. 


Dr. Johnson said he did not 
believe that parents of past 
generations were ‘‘paragons of 
virtue," and said, in favor of 
today’s parents, that the mod- 
ern generation is more sensitive 
and alert to its own shortcom- 
ings.

When the storm had abated in the mountains and most of the 
main roads were open again, friends at Ellijay journeyed up to 
Holly Creek to check my mountain estate and give me a report. 


The word came back on a particularly bad day. Except for 
the slaughter of trees on yon side of Mulberry Gap (yon from 
my cabin, that is) all was well up Holly Creek way. My private 
forest (about an acre of my own and else that I can view from 
my doorstep or footlog) still stood. And the cabin itself, con- 


cluded the report, was safe and snug and dry but—and here was 
the low blow—lonely. 


What are you becoming, my friends asked, a summer visitor? 


Now summer visitors are all right in their place. I haven't 
a thing against summer visitors really. I’ve done a spot of ca- 
pricious visiting around, sampling the delights of this place and 
that, myself. But thé notion that I could be a summer visitor to 
Holly Creek struck me as somehow loose and immoral, like the 
companionate marriages people used to talk about in my youth. 
A companionate marriage, as I understood it, was one to which 
the principals were committed only as long as the going was 
smooth, the weather was fair. 


A summer cabin is the same—a fair weather, holiday home. 
But the moment I forked over the down payment on that 
funny little tin-roofed cabin against the hill at Holly Creek I had 
through-thick-and-thin sense of commitment. I’m a mountaineer 
now, I thought exultantly, I can be here when the tourists have 
gone home. When the mountains are their showy, photographic 
best in rhododendren and laurel or autumn colors, I can be here. 
And, just like the natives, I can poke up the fire and stick by 
when the wind howls up on Tater Patch and the bare bones of 
rock and tree are black against the snow. 


So I said. And now the report was that my cabin was lonely 
and I was hanging around the furnace heat in the city, making 
like a summer visitor. 


It was more than I could take. I had to head for the hill 
country. And I crave to report, my Ellijay friends were wrong, 
Holly Creek cabin is not lonely. 


I thought it was at first. The snow was banked high around 
it and we were afraid to drive across the creek so we parked on 
the road side and edged across the footlog, its long barky hide 
frosted over like an improbable wedding cake. Some of the 
snow on the roof had started to melt and changed its mind as it 
reached the eaves, turning into a crystal fringe of icicles. The 
wind soughed through the hemlock trees where in summer we 
hang the hammock, but nothing else stirred—least of all a wisp 
of blue smoke from the chimney. On the little open porch, the 
screen door had blown open and was held ajar by snow, as if the 
little house were frozen into an attitude of waiting for visitors 
that didn’t come. 


I felt a surge of sympathy for the hospitable little cabin and 
of remorse for my neglect. And then I saw the tracks on the 
snow. 


Holly Creek cabin is not lonely. When its family is away it 
is host to a fine company of friends from the forests—deer and 
rabbits and coons and one big set of tracks I know must surely 
belong to a bear. The squirrels have a nest in the roof near the 
chimney. I know in my bones—and I shiver at the knowing—that 
the old black snake who summers on the rocks by the woodpile, 
has taken up quarters under the floor somewhere. 


The wren’s nest under the eaves was filled with snow but as 
we built fires and filled the kettle and brushed the hearth I thought 
I heard a faint alarmed squeak from the depths of the mattress 
box. It would be a fool field mouse to stay in the fields on a 
winter such as this when a cabin’s there, snug and so seldom 
tenanted. 


I couldn’t stay long—only long enough to fix some lunch, sit 
a little by the fire and take a walk in the snow. But I feel better. 
Holly Creek cabin doesn’t miss me half so much as I miss it.

Investment Gains 


Tricky to Handle

There are, generally speaking, two broad categories 
of income which cause the most trouble for individual 
taxpayers. These are (1) income from investments, and 
(2) income from pensions and annuities.

Investment income includes in- 
terest, dividends and capital

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gains. This type of income falls 
into three categories, taxable, 
nontaxable and partially taxable. 
You should check to be sure you 
report only that which is taxable. 


Interest on federal government 
obligations is not taxed by the 
state, and interest on obligations 
of a state, municipality or a polit- 
ical subdivision is not taxed by 
the federal government. Obliga- 
tions of the federal government 
are generally taxed by the fed- 
eral government. 


However, there are certain is- 
sues which are only partly tax- 
able and if you own U.S. securi- 
ties you should investigate to de- 
termine if they are fully taxable. 
Interest received on obligations 
of an individual or of a corpora- 
tion is fully taxable. So-called 
dividends on building and loan or 
savings and loan associations are 
taxable as interest and not as 
dividends. 

If you own U.S. Savings Bonds 
you may report the interest an- 
nually as the interest accrues or 
you may wait until the bonds ma- 
ture and are cashed and report 
all of the interest in that year. 


CORPORATION DIVIDENDS 


'. Dividends from corporations are 

generally taxable and should be 
‘listed on the return by company. 
Generally, the first $50 of divi- 
dends is wholly nontaxable. There 
is a place on the return to deduct 
this $50. If the stock is owned by 
you and your spouse you may de- 
duct the first $50 that each re- 
ceives on a joint return so that 
the exclusion can be $100. 


In addition you may claim as a 
credit against your tax, 4 per cent 
of the total dividends received 
less the $50 or $100 exclusion. The 
State of Georgia has some special 
rules for dividends, so check 
these. Do not report dividends 
paid by banks on your state re- 
turn. Georgia does not allow the 
$50 (or $100) exclusion, nor does 
the state permit a 4 per cent 
credit against the tax.

paid out of capital and are some- 
times called capital gains divi- 
dends. These dividends are taxed 
not as dividends but as capiial 
gains. Dividends which you re- 
ceive in stock of the same com- 
pany are usually nontaxable. 


Capital gains or losses result 
from the sale of capital assets. 
Capital assets are usually non- 
business property such as stocks, 
bonds, real estate, etc. Gains are 
taxable but in varying amounts. 
If the property sold has been held 
six months or longer, the gain or 
loss is called long-term. Only one- 
half of a net long-term gain is 
taxable to an individual and if 
you are in a high tax bracket the 
maximum tax on the gain is 25 
per cent. If you held the property 
sold less than six months the gain 
is taxable at ordinary income 
rates on the full amount of the 
gain. 


$1,000 LIMIT 


lf you have both gains and 
losses you are required to offset 
one against another before includ- 
ing the net gain or net loss in 
your income. Only $1,000 of a net 
capital loss can be deducted in 
one year and this is deducted 
against ordinary income but the 
balance can be carried over and 
used for the next five years to 
offset capital gains or as a deduc- 
tion of $1,000 a year. 


If you do not use the standard 
deduction but list your non-busi- 
ness deductions you can deduct 
your investment expenses such as 
clerical help, legal or custodian 
fees, safe deposit box rent, etc. 


There are special places on the 
federal and state returns for show- 
ing taxable rents, interest, divi- 
dends and capital gains. Follow 
the forms and instructions care- 
fully to properly report these 
items and to avoid paying any tax 
which you do not owe. 


RENTAL INCOME—Rental in- 
come is payment for use of prop- 
erty both real and personal. It 
is all taxable income. Rents re- 
ceived must be reported as in- 
come the year received regard- 
less of whether you report your 
income on the cash or accrual 
basis.

The north and south buildings 
are the oldest, the north one 
built in 1917 and the south one 
built in 1923, Rutland said. The 
central building is only about 15 
years old, he said.

One-time shows 
such as “Peter Pan” have 
scored decisive beats over other 
shows but never has a series 
achieved such a commanding 
lead. 


What makes The Untouchables 
so unreachable on the ratings 
charts? 


You might want to find an 
answer to that question for your- 
self Thursday night. 7 


The episode you'll see (Chan- 
nel 11 at 9:30 p.m.) is one that 
has been offered already this 
season, but as TV Scout points 
out, it bears repeating. 


“We think the appeal of this 
crime series lies in the fact that 
the show doesn’t have to use 
phony names.
